F there is one group of men in.Canada 
who-do- not need to explain the-reots

These men did not precipitate 
war, but-they- responded: to .it time ‘and 
again with a whole-souled self-sacrifice 
which was a very bright example in a 
stormy world. 
It will. be recalled that the Veterans 
¢ Guard, composed of men beyond active 


service-in-the-last war, took-over many. 


wearisome watches and home-front 
chores, fulfilling these missions with un- 
matched faithfulness. They acted as 
security guards at air stations; defense 
installations, on coastal works and at 
many other points throughout the coun- 


try. When the Nazi inmates of the 
prisoner of war camps got out of hand 
in some “instances, the Veterans Guard 
Was called on to take over that grim.duty. 
This they—did_with complete success, and 
there, was no further trouble from that 
source. Not many people .stop to consider 
what., three-war. service, really..means..in 
the life of an individual. It spans nearly 
six decades, 

Probably in every age it is the same 
stamp of man who is the volunteer. The 
self-discipline and self-control which go 
to make up steadiness and purpose in 
human characterare most often allied 
with unselfishness and«sound basic prin- 
ciples. Certainly in the three wars in 
which-shé-has participated abroad Canada 
has been ably served, and the presence 
of these veterans throughout the nation 
is a Continued sourte of strength, In these 
times such an example is not a little thing, 
but a matter of prime importance. It ‘was 
out of the wrack of war that Canada found 
herseffas a virile and united nation, and 
through the sacrifice of just such men 
as these. May the years Visit them lightly 
and use them well!
